JE FFE R SO N CITY. Mo. (AP) - The 
Senate Education C om m ittee began work 
Monday night on the revision of the form ula 
for distributing state aid to public school 
districts. 


The m easure, which has already been 
approved by the House, is designed to 
equalize state aid am ong public school 
districts throughout M issouri. 
Proponents of the bill claim that the 
present form ula contains m any inequities 
and they cite the need for a new form ula 
which would provide added revenues to 
poorer districts 


‘‘W hat w e're trying to do,” said the bill’s 
sponsor, 
Rep 
W ayne 
Goode, 
D + N or­ 
m andy, ‘‘is put the money into the districts 
that need it m ost.” A revision in the form ula 
is needed. Goode said, before the current 
form ula is tested in court Several states 
have already had court b attles over their 
school aid allocation form ulas. 


But som e opponents of the bill argue that 
it will take aw ay aid to rural districts and 
increase aid to already well-to-do districts.

Goode discounted a recent study by the 
M issouri Public E xpenditure Survey which 
said the new form ula could pyram id costs 
beyond those anticipated 
The proposed 
revision, Goode said, ‘‘provides g reater 
control in the bill than in current law .” 


A fiscal note on the school foundation 
form ula puts the first year cost at ap ­ 
proxim ately $48 million and Goode said the 
legislature should fund the form ula a t about 
the $50 million m ark for the next two years. 
In other com m ittee action M onday, a 
House com m ittee endorsed a bill that would 


allow banks to assess interest rates on sm all 
loans, in certain instances, regardless of the 
unpaid balances of credit card contracts 
held by the borrow er 
A m easure giving pay raises to the heads 
of 11 state departm ents was recom m ended 
for special consideration by another House 
com m ittee 
The House Consum er P rotection Com­ 
m ittee 
endorsed 
the 
sm all 
loan 
con­ 
solidation bill which has already been ap­ 
proved by the Senate. The m easure would 
not result in any increases in interest 
charges because most banks don’t com ply 
with the law governing it now, the com ­ 
m ittee was told at a hearing on the bill last 
month. 
U nder the proposed law, when a custom er 
secures a loan from a bank, it would not be 
required to base the interest rate charged 
on the total of those outstanding loans 
unless the custom er specifically requested

cases a re now placed on file cards, instead 
of in record books; a m inute book will no 
longer be kept, only a judge's and clerk ’s 
docket, or a digest of court cases. 
One of the im m ediate effects of the 
changeover is to m ake the job of reporters

F orm erly, cases heard in court and 
results w ere entered in a m inute book, 
which could easily be referred to by 
reporters. 
Now. the disposition of the cases will go 
into the judge’s docket, and w hen the case is 
finally closed, each case will go into that

Congress promises fast 
action on hospital costs 


BELL CITY — M ayor Alfred Bonifield 
indicated today that the city m ay fight a 
law suit filed against it by the sta te in an 
attem pt to collect $6,003.23 plus interest and 
costs for an audit conducted in 1975. 
He said the City Council at its m eeting 
Monday night discussed the situation and 
th at City Attorney Don Rhodes of D exter is 
w orking on it. 
Bonifield was hesitant in talking to a 
rep o rter this morning, saying, "I don't feel 
like I w ant to give out m uch inform ation, it 
seem s The Daily Standard knows it all p re­ 
tty w ellanw ay.” 
He did say, however, that he expects 
Rhodes to "do som ething within the next 30 
d ay s." 
The suit was filed T hursday in the office 
of Circuit Clerk Charles Corbin by Roger W 
Owensby, assistant general counsel for the 
S tate D epartm ent of Revenue. 
If the city does not reply to the suit within 
30-days, a default judgm ent will be aw arded 
against the city. If the city chooses to fight, 
a trial date will be set by Circuit Judge 
F lake McHaney. 
Bonifield said the suit filed against the 
city w as a surprise, 
with no w arning 
beforehand 
‘‘They haven’t hassled us or anything," 


Bonifield said, but ‘‘I would have thought 
they would have told us to m ake paym ent, 
or else.” 
The audit w as m ade Oct. 1 to Oct 30,1975, 
but the bill for the work has not been paid 
and no money budgeted to pay for it. Why? 
"T his particular fund never had a whole 
lot of money in it," Bonifield said, and the 
city money w as taken up in other a reas and 
the city could not afford to put enough 
money in that account. 
In correspondence with the state, the city 
said it could not pay the bill im m ediately, 
but w ould when it could 
“ We never told them we w eren't going to 
pay it," Bonifield repeated 
The m ayor had said previously the whole 
"m ess” is probably a mix-up in Jefferson 
City and it isn't fair, since it partly com es 
from an attem pt to conform to suggestions 
m ade by the auditor’s office 
That audit, which was requested by a 
petition drive am ong som e of the 400 
citizens in the city, revealed that accounting 
m ethods w ere inadequate in several cases 
Bonifield explained that the auditor's 


office told the city it could not tran sfer 
money from one account to another and 
money in certain accounts could be used for 
only certain item s 
So the city took steps Now the account 
which would be used to pay the sta te has no 
m oney in it, and according to w hat the 
state told the city, money cannot be tra n ­ 
sferred from another account into it. 
"W e don't know anything else to do,” 
Bom/ieJd said, noting that if the city can 't 
afford to pay, it can't pay 
The m ayor gave his explanation of the 
work last week A pparently after thinking 
about it awhile, he had m ore questions this 
m orning 
T axpayers pay the salaries of those in 
auditor's office, yet cities a re forced by law 
to pay additional for audits m ade by the 
office. "It doesn't seem fair to m e." he said. 
And he wondered why Bell City w as sued 
before other cities, which have also not paid 
their bills for the audit 
“ I don't know what their reasons w ere for 
suing us.” Bomlield said. " I haven't heard 
of others being sued ”

Ross wins new trial 


ST LOUIS - A black m an convicted of 
assault 
and 
robbery 
by 
an 
all-white 
Southeast Missouri jury has won recon 
sideration of his case because blacks m ay 
have been excluded from his jury 
The United States Court of Appeals for the 
E ighth Circuit here this week ordered 
additional district court proceedings for 
R obert Ross of New M adrid County. 
Ross had contended th at the system used 
to select jurors in M ississippi County, where 
he w as convicted, deliberately excluded 
blacks and was therefore unconstitutional 
Acting as his own attorney, Ross filed an 


appeal of his convictions in U S D istrict 
Court here Judge H. K enneth W angelin, 
acting on a recom m endation by M agistrate 
W illiam S. Bahn, dism issed R oss’s com 
plaint without a hearing. 


But a three-judge panel of the appeals 
court 
ordered W angelin 
to 
investigate 
Ross's contention that blacks had been 
excluded from his jury and then decide 
w hether he should be given a new trial. 


The appeals court suggested also that an 
attorney be appointed to rep resen t Ross in 
the new d istrict court proceed m gs. 
t 


Scott Richardson, a St. Louis lawyer who 
represented Ross before the appeals court, 
said in an interview that M ississippi County 
jury 
com m issioners 
used 
a 
"key m an 
system " to select potential jurors 


The key m an system , Richardson said, 
allowed the com m issioners to choose their 
friends to serve on jury panels He said such 
a system effectively excluded Mississippi 
County blacks from serving on trial juries 
and was therefore unconstitutional. 


M agistrate Bahn, in a report to Judge 
W angelin, noted that the jury panel in 


M ississippi County had not been changed in 
the 10 years before Ross w as tried 
"W e note fu rth er,” Bahn wrote, “ that 
there w ere four blacks, and the only blacks, 
added to this jury panel for the Ross trial.

BACK TO THE DRAFT? 
Military conscription, which lasted through the long 
World War II- Cold War - Korea - Vietnam period, was an 
aberration in American history. Only twice before, in the 
Civil War and in World War II, had the nation relied on 
the draft to fill its m ilitary manpower needs, and then 
only briefly. 
TTie ending of the draft and the return to an all­ 
volunteer Army in 1973 was really a return to the old 
American belief that except in time of overriding 
national emergency, a person’s body belongs to himself, 
not to the state. 
But the days are long gone when America, secure 
behind thousands of miles of ocean on either side, could 
make leisurely preparations for war, mustering its 
yeoman 
farm ers 
and 
mechanics 
while 
a 
small 
professional army and navy held the line. The next war, 
we are told, will begin with a massive Soviet invastion of 
Western Europe which, unless we can throw it back or 
contain it with conventional forces, will escalate into 
general nuclear war and the destruction of our cities. 
Either that, or we will have to capitulate. 
Not only has the all-volunteer Army failed to provide 
the defense strength in depth needed to prevent a nuclear 
war, say its critics, but it has become so costly that it is 
draining funds that could be used for research and 
development of new weapons and equipment moder­ 
nization. 
Since 1964, military pay has nearly doubled and now 
accounts for 60 per cent of the defense budget. The Army 
plans to spend $60 million this year to recruit 5,000 ad­ 
ditional soldiers, or about $12,000 each, and is not sure it 
will get even that small number. 
The situation will worsen in the next decade. The 
Congressional Budget Office has estimated that even if 
unemployment rem ains at its present high level, the 
m ilitary services will face a shortfall of 20 per cent in 
recruiting by 1980 simply because the number of draft- 
age men is declining. 
Army reserve units are currently 80,000 men short of 
their peacetime level and the shortage will reach 250,000 
by the early 1980s as the last of the Vietnam-era reser­ 
vists finish their tours of duty, warns Sen. Sam Nunn, D- 
Ga. 
Another criticism is that volunteers have come 
predominately from poor, uneducated and minority 
groups who have not been able to find work in civilian 
life. Blacks now make up 24 per cent of Army personnel, 
more than twice their percentage in the general 
population. 
‘‘Unfortunately, the volunteer Army has not attracted 
across the board our whole social spectrum in this 
country,” says Sen. John H. Glenn, D-Ohio, ‘‘so I think 
we have to seriously consider going back to some form of 
draft.” 
One form of draft that has been suggested is a truly 
universal system in which all youths would be called 
upon to perform a year or two of service either in the 
military or in organizations like the Peace Corp or Vista. 
But this would still be coercion and would still go 
against the grain of American tradition. There is also the 
fear, thanks to the Vietnam experience, that the 
existence of conscription, even on a stand-by basis, 
would constitute a ‘‘blank check” enabling an ad­ 
venturist president to involve the nation in little wars 
around the world. 
One alternative to the revival of the draft, which has in 
fact 
been suggested by Army secretary Clifford 
Alexander, is a restoration of GI Bill education benefits 
as a recruiting incentive. Other suggestions are the use 
of more civilians in certain categories now filled by 
soldiers and the recruitm ent of more women. 
Until and unless the critics of the all-volunteer Army 
can prove their case that the country’s defense is in 
jeopardy. Americans will likely opt for exploring every 
alternative before resorting to the draft. But they will 
have to accept the fact that it can't be done on the cheap. 
Whatever we do, it will cost billions.

It happens, of course, that only one m an has been 
executed in the United States in the past 10 years and the 
only glorification involved in that sad episode was the 
news media’s elevation of him to celebrity status. It also 
happens that the greatest violence being practiced in 
America these days is not by society against its 
criminals but the other way around 
There are plenty of good reasons for doing away with 
capital punishment, but the argument that it reflects 
some innate love of violence in American society is 
supported neither by statistics nor good sense.

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How Carter’s Arms Talks Hopes 
Were Shot Down in the Kremlin

WASHINGTON - When Jim 
my Carter moved into the 
White House he was ready with 
detailed negotiating proposals 
for limiting strategic arms. He 
confidently expected, accord­ 
ing to intimates, to strike up a 
deal with the Soviets Instead, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
came home from Moscow with 
deflated hopes. 
The agonizing, behind-the- 
scenes story can now be told of 
the setback in Moscow From 
classified documents and in­ 
side sources, we can reveal 
how Carter’s high hopes ended 
in a humiliating rebuff 
Indeed, the setback was so 
severe that it has shocked both 
sides into seeking an accom­ 
modation The iroruc result,

The 34-m em ber Senate used the occasion to unanim ously adopt 
a resolution honoring the late A lbert Booker, 77, who had been 
referred to as the senator from the 35th district. 
Booker, who had been known for his job of stopping the Senate 
clock on the last night of the legislative sessions to perm it con­ 
tinued w ork on bills past the m idnight constitutional ad ­ 
journm ent, died early F riday and w as buried during funeral 
services here Monday. 


B id to cap well postpon ed 


STAVANGER, Norway (AP) — The team of A m erican 
"blowout k illers” seeking to cap a runaw ay oil well in the N orth 
Sea today decided to postpone the operation one m ore day in 
order to lift m ore equipm ent onto the rig. 
P lans to cap th e well were postponed Monday by gale force 
winds 
M eanwhile, the Norwegian governm ent appointed a blue 
ribbon panel to investigate the first blowout in N orway’s offshore 
Ekofisk oil field 
The blowout is developing into a m ajo r issue for the fall general 
election and oil com panies were w orried that the m inority Labor 
governm ent would cancel plans for test drilling off northern 
Norway, which is to begin next year. 
Since the well blew last Friday, the Phillips Petroleum Co.’s 
Bravo rig has been spewing between 840,000 and 1.05 million 
gallons a day into the sea, form ing a slick six m iles wide and 15 to 
20 m iles long 
At cu rren t oil cartel prices, the well w as throwing aw ay about 
$300,000 w orth of crude a day. About 40 to 60 per cent of crude oil 
can be reftned into gasoline, experts said, m eaning the oil lo6t so 
far could run about 2,800 cars for a year. 


House hikes civil defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Action by the House of R epresen­ 
tatives would channel an extra $44.8 million into civil defense in 
response to Soviet em phasis on civil defense 
In approving a $35.9 billion w eapons bill for fiscal 1978, the 
House boosted the civil defense budget by 50 per cent to $134.8 
million The Pentagon had requested only $90 million. 
The action Monday cam e after Rep. Ronald V. D ellum s, 
D-f C a lif, attack ed any spending for civil defense as "a waste, 
ludicrous, insane. It m akes m e feel I’m sitting on the floor of the 
House in a dream . It's the height of Insanity.” 
But backers of the m ove cited a need for A m erican pre­ 
paredness, particularly after the recent Soviet rejection of a U.S. 
strategic arm s proposal 
Rep. G. W illiam W hitehurst, R + V a., said construction of ade­ 
quate civil defense shelters could cut A m erican casualties to 20 
million from 100 million with three days notice of a Soviet nuclear 
attack. 
W hitehurst said it would be "destabilizing for us to do nothing 
in response to the growing Soviet (civil defense) p ro g ram ." 
“ It’s crim in al to say th ere's no hope" of saving lives in a

Oddly 
enough, some of the coaches who are very reliable about 
reporting their scores (hiring basketball season don’t bother to 
phone in during baseball. Some of them do not take the game 
seriously, which is sad, because the boys who play for them do. If 
I were still playing. I’d feel pretty bad if I knew that my baseball 
coach only coached because he had to in order to keep his job in 
basketball. 
The point of this ranting and raving is this: If some scores don’t 
get in the paper, it's probably because the home coach didn’t care 
enough to phone in the results of the game. 
2) We would like to run the mens bowling results in the paper 
each week, just like the ladies. No one has yet offered to bring the 
results by the office for the guys, although Nora Springs still does 
a great job with the ladies leagues. Forms are here at the office if 
someone affiliated with the mens leagues will drop by and pick 
them up.

4) The pictures in the paper which are marked "AP 
WIREPHOTO" at die end of tho caption are about events that are 
usually several days old. This is because we receive this 
photograph in the mall, and it takes time for The Associated 
Press to get those photos processed and mailed. AP offers a 
wirephoto service by which a photograph can be transmitted by a 
teletype onto a sheet of paper at the receiving end, but usually, 
only the larger daily papers can afford this service. Some day, 
the Standard hopefully will be able to get the same day photos of 
national events, but until then, we hope you like the ones we have, 
even if they are a few days old.

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JEFFER SO N CITY - The bill 
to improve the school foundation 
formula has been passed in the 
House and sent to the Senate 
This is House Bill 131 which 
updates the Missouri School 
Financial Formula This bill will 
have a hearing by the Senate 
Education Committee at 7 April 
25 in the Senate Lounge. 
If this bill is approved by the 
M issouri 
Legislature, 
the 
revised law would reduce the 
financial 
disparity 
between 
relatively poor school districts 
and those that are wealthy 
Equalization of state aid to 
school districts is the primary 
consideration of the measure 
This bill would increase the aid 
to schools by around $50 million 
The method of acquiring the 
additional funding expresses the 
complicated structure of the 
bill It involves scrapping the 
current 
formula 
of 
using 
average daily attendance and 
substituting 
a 
countyy 
of 
“ eligible pupils" which is a 
com prom ise 
reached 
by 
counting half the pupils enrolled 
in a district and half the number 
of those in attendance each day. 
This was a compromise taking 
account of financial loss from 
non-attendnace and considering 
the fact that districts have to 
operate on the basis of students 
enrolled — not the capacity to 
fluctuate staff and equipment 
daily on the basis of attendnace.
